Recognition of Income

Income is derived from the commissions brokerage fees and service fees charged

Income is recognized when earned in compliance with accounting principles generally

accepted in the United States of America

Securities Transactions

Proprietary securities transactions in regular-way trades are recorded on the trade date

as if they had settled Profit and loss arising from all securities transactions are entered

into for the account and risk of the Company and are therefore recorded on trade date

basis Marketable securities held by the Company are valued at fair market value

Depreciation

Depreciation of the fixed asset is computed on straight line basis over the estimated

useful life of the asset

Income Taxes

Effective January 2003 the Company has elected to be taxed as an S-Corporation

therefore its income flows through to its stockholders tax return As result no federal

income tax provision is made by the Company The Company is liable however for the

Illinois replacement tax of 1.5% of net prescribed income

Use of Estimates

The Company provides Simplified Employee Pension Plan to its employees who are

not under collective bargaining agreement or certain contract have performed services

for the Company for at least two years attained the age of 21 and had total annual

compensation in excess of $400 Contributions are based upon each eligible

employees compensation excluding compensatory leave The Company contributions

are calculated as an amount that can be deducted for federal tax purposes the

Company contribution for 2011 was $3041 The Pension Plan is administered by an

outside financial institution

NOTE 3- FAIR VALUE MEASUREMENT

FASB ASC 820 defines fair value establishes framework for measuring fair value and

establishes fair value hierarchy which prioritizes the inputs to valuation techniques

Fair value is the price that would be received to sell an asset or paid to transfer liability

in an orderly transaction between market participants at the measurement date fair

value measurement assumes that the transaction to sell the asset or transfer the liability

occurs in the principle market for the asset or liability or in the absence of principle

market the most advantageous market Valuation techniques that are consistent with

the market income or cost approach as specified by FASB ASC 820 are used to

Level inputs are quoted prices in active markets for identical assets or

liabilities the Company has the ability to assess

Level inputs are inputs other than quoted prices included in level that

are observable for the asset or liability either directly or indirectly

Level are unobservable inputs for the asset or liability and rely on manage
ments own assumptions about the assumptions that market participants

would use in pricing the asset or liability The unobservable inputs should

be developed based on the best information available in the circum stances

and may include the Companys own data

NOTE 4- FINANCIAL INSTRUMENTS

Derivative financial instruments used for trading purposes including economic hedges

of trading instruments are carried at fair value Fair values for exchange-traded

derivatives principally futures and certain options are based on quoted market prices

Fair value for over-the-counter OTC derivative financial instruments principally

forwards options and swaps are based on internal pricing models as no quoted market

prices exist for such instruments Factors taken into consideration in estimating fair

value of OTC derivatives include credit spreads market liquidity concentrations and

funding and administrative costs incurred over the life of the instruments Unrealized

gains or losses on these derivative contracts are recognized currently in the statement

of income as principal transactions The Company traded no derivatives during the year

ended December31 2011 The Company does not apply hedge accounting as defined

in FASB ASC 815 Derivatives and Hedging as all financial instruments are recorded at

fair value with changes in fair values reflected in earnings Therefore certain of the

disclosures required under FASB ASC 815 are generally not applicable with respect to

these financial statements

NOTE 5- FINANCIAL INSTRUMENTS WITH OFF BALANCE SHEET RISK

The Company can enter into various transactions involving derivatives and other off-

balance sheet financial instruments These financial instruments include exchange-

traded futures forwards and options These derivative transactions are entered into to

conduct trading activities and manage market risks and are therefore subject to

varying degrees of market and credit risk Derivative transactions are entered into for

trading purposes or to economically hedge other positions or transactions The Company
traded no derivatives during the year ended December 31 2011

In addition the Company can sell securities that it does not currently own and would

therefore be obligated to purchase such securities at future date The Company
would record these obligations in the financial statements at fair value of the related

securities and would incur loss if the fair value of the securities subsequently

increased The Company sold no securities that it did not own during the year ended

December 31 2011

NOTE 6- CONCENTRATION OF CREDIT RISK

The Company is engaged in various trading and brokerage activities in which

counterparties primarily include other financial institutions In the event counterparties

do not fulfill their obligations the Company may be exposed to risk The risk of default

depends on the creditworthiness of the counterparty or issuer of the instrument It is the

Companys policy to review as necessary the credit standing of each counterparty

NOTE 9- NET CAPITAL REQUIREMENTS

The Company is subject to the Securities and Exchange Commission Uniform Net
Capital Rule Rule 15c3-1 The Company is required to maintain adjusted net capital
equivalent to $5000 or one eighth of aggregate indebtedness whichever is greater as
these terms are defined At December 31 2011 the Company had net capital and net
capital requirements of $55327 and $5000 respectively The ratio of aggregate
indebtedness to net capital was 47.3% The net capital requirement may restrict the

payment of dividends or the withdrawal of equity

no provision for income tax is required in the financial statements Uncertain tax
positions are evaluated in accordance with FASB ASC 450 Accounting for

Contingencies which requires the Company to record liability for an estimated

contingent loss if the information available indicates that it is probable that there is tax

liability incurred at the date of the financial statements and the amount of the tax liability

can reasonably be estimated No income tax liability for uncertain tax positions has
been recognized in the accompanying financial statements
